THE BIG THREE BLOW 


UP AGAIN. 

Princeton,. Harvard, and Yale made the frst 
page and the eight column line Thursday morning 
with a football story, and that, we'll concede, is 
enough football to maintain the position that the 
big three are the Big Three. The fact that Prince- 
ton and Harvard will not play football with each 
other or have anything else to do with each other 
in athietics is the news of the day. What, exactly, 
do we mean, the effete east? Otr universities 

here cannot get by playing what Princeton 
and Harvard can get by refusing to play. 

The quarrel is one of long standing and inter- 
esting, probably even important. A rather good 
type of American citizenship is supposed to be in 
training in the colleges. The public schools and 
universities of England have molded a type and 
standardized certain political and social elements 
which have run the empire a good part of the 
time. 

The young gentlemen of Eton would regard the 
young gentlemen of Harrow as scum if they 
would tolerate any opinion of them whatever, and 
the young gentlemen of Harrow could not say

A NEW KIND OF HOSPITAL. 

The movement to establish an institution in CH- 
cago for the care of convalescents is a sensible 
one. number of people in the city in urgent 
need of hospital treatment is always larger than 
the available supply of hospital beds, and this 
generalization is particularly true of the inexpen- 
sive and free beds. To make way for new patients, 
those in hospitals are commonly discharged as 
soon as they may be safely moved. They are then 
by no means cured. They are not yet ready to take 
up the routine duties of life. Physical exertion 
at such a time is likely to cause undue strain upon 
the heart and often leads to a relapse or to new 
diseases. One reason, it is said, for the heavy 
demand upon hospital facilities is the fact that 
patients who were not properly cared for during 
convalescence frequently have to return before 
long for further hospital tment.

States. The companies intend to float in the Ameri- 
can money market two loans at 7 per cent, to a 
total of $26,000,000. ‘This is only one of the many 
deals by which American financiers are taking over 
Burope, spectacular because of the figure of the great | 
Stinnes, who conceived the interlocking of industries 
that bear his name. 

But what does all this mean for America’s so called 
isolation from the “entangling alliances” of Eu- 
rope? What of the security and national well being 
that comes of broad oceans, blocking us off from 
contact with the world’s affairs? 

Is the United States in Burope? It up to 
its neck! Where our money goes, there our hearts 
and minds and jawsuits and international entangie- 
ments go, too—and it might be well to try to guard 
those stocks and bonds and syndicated banking in- 
vestments through a league of nations and a world 
cour® before calling on the boys to shoulder guns 
and fight for them, if the need arises. .

NOVEMBER 12, 1916. 


LONDON.—The fate of Bucharest, 
capital of Roumania, hangs on the 
result of the terfific battle now raging 
near Cernavoda, Dobrudja. Gigantic 
efforts of Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen to secure control of thé bridge- 
head leading to the 12 mile span across 
the Danube, which carries the begin- 
ning of the direct road to Bucharest, 
are being opposed by a combined Rus- 
so-Roumanian army equipped with the 
latest type of heavy artillery. Rome 
advices are that Von Mackensen is 
retreating from his position about Cer- 
na voda and that a great fire is raging 
in that vicinity, indicating that the 
German-Bulgar-Turco forces are using 
the torch. Petrograd reports that Con- 
stanza, the biggest seaport of which 
Roumania boasts, and which has been 
in-German hands for some time, is in 
flames.

He 
stepped over the line and we succeeded 
in removing him from the roll. 

Your attention is also directed to the 
following : 

Disbarment proceedings are pending 
[and being bitterly defended] against 
William A. Bither for his alleged frauds 
against the school children, and against 
William Wallace McCallum for his al- 
leged misconduct in the notorious Don- 
ohue case. In the past year, the Bar as- 
sociation has filed and prosecuted. dis- 
barment proceedings against nineteen 
Chicago lawyers in the Supreme court of 
Illinois and twenty-five Chicago lawyers 
‘in the federal courts. Final orders of 
disbarment have been entered by the 
courts in every case submitted. Five 
cases are yet on hearing before masters 
in chancery of Chicago. 

My time is almost fully taken up in 
prosecuting these cases. Seventeen mem- 
bers of the Bar association devote a day 
of each week to investigating and hear- 
ing complaints. The masters in chan- 
cery who hear them contribute their 
services. ‘Sometimes a master will be 
compelled to spend a month in hearing 
evidence alone. The incidental expense 
of investigations and prosecutions is in 
excess of $10,000 per year. The work 
has been continuous and incessant for 
the past twenty years during which time 
more than two hundred lawyers from 
Chicago have been disbarred.

Ease in Money Explained. 


Easing of money market rates this 
week is explained by the showing of the 
federal reserve system in its weekly re- 
port, issued last night. It shows a slack- 
ening in the demand for credit, added evi- 
dence of which is the fact that the New 
York bank made no change in its 4 per 
cent rediscount rate yesterday. 

The reserve system shows loans have 
dropped $94,485,000 in the last week. 
Open market bills increased $7,803,000. 
Government securities receded $1,979,000. 
Deposits fell $11,550,000, with member 
bank reserve credits increasing $11,326.- 
000 but government and other deposits. 
declining $15,065,000 and $7,811,000 re- 
spectively. Note circulation declined 
$4,642,000. Gold and total reserves ex- 
panded $34,481,000 and $35,199,000 re- 
spectively. The ratio of reserves to lia- 
bilities rose to 74 and 72.8 per cent in 
the preteding week. 

The New York Reserye bank; s report 
shows loans and bills declined $56,005,- 
000 and $7,249,000 respectively. Depos- 
its expanded $16,245,000 and reserves in- 
creased $63,012,000. The reserve ratio 
rose to 84.5 from 80.1 per cent. The Chi- 
cago bank shows loans and depositg de- 
clined $27,553,000 and $10,393,000 respect- 
ively. Reserves increased $2,891,000 and 
the reserve ratio rose to 67.9 from 66 
per cent.

This ultimatum was delivered to 
Peaches when she appeared before Su- 
preme Court Justice Morschauser at 
White Plains this morning, and a hear- 
ing on her application was postponed.
